thoiifh surveys and examinations had been 
directed in some parts or'the State, arid some 
of them had been actually made, and arrang'e- 
' meuts preparatory to the commencement of 


a system of improvement were in "progress; 
yet it is believed that the celebrated Canal 
Convention which assembled at Harri.shurg1 
in the month of August, 1825. gave the first 
impulse to public sentiment in favor of 
commencing a system of internal improve- 
ment, within *" j State, upon an enlarged and 
extensive scale. By that convention, com- 
posed of one hundred and thirteen members, 
representing forty-six counties, and combi- 
ning' as much talent, respectability of char- 
acter, and there is reason to believe, as much 
genuine patriotism as could be found in the 
same number of individuals, any where ; res- 
olutions were adopted declaring it, among o- 
ther things, to be the opinion of the conven- 
tion, "that the improvement of the common- 
wealth would be best promoted and thefoun- 


' dations of her prosperity and happiness most 


securely established by opening an entire and 
complete communication from the Susque- 
hanna to the Allegheny and Ohio, and fiom 
the Allegheny to Lake Erie, by the nearest. 
and best practicable route, and that* such a 
work is indispensably necessary to maintain 
the character and standing of the State, and 
to preserve her strenjrth and resources."— 
Other resolutions were1 passed by the con- 
vention, in which they expressed their views 
in relation to the manner in which the public 
works ought to be prosecuted, &c. Ana so 
entirely did public opinion atthat period coin- 
cide with the views of the convention, in re- 
ference to the propriety of making, in the 
language of the resolutions, "a vigorous and 
united exertion for accomplishing 
without 


delay the connexion of the Eastern and West- 
ern waters," that at the very next session of 
the General Assembly an act was passed, en- 
titled "an act to provide for the commence- 
ment of a canal to be constructed at the ex- 
pense of the State, and to be styled "The 
Pennsylvania Canal." (approved the 25th 
February, 1826,) authorizing the commission- 
l>rs appointed by a former act immediately to 
locate and contract for making a canal and 
locks and other works necessary thereto from 
the river Swatara, at or near Mlddletou-n. to 
or near to a point on the east side of the river

miles — the disbursements for the construction 
of which for that year, including prelimina- 
ry surveys, &c. amounted to .$141.731 
and thirty eight cent-. This legislative ef- 
fort of the session of 182fi, laid the foundation 
of a system of internal improvement which, 
as m:£rht easily have been foreseen, could not 
fail ultimately to lead to the expenditure of 
larrre sum? of money on the part of the State 
for'tbat object.

branch, forty five miles on the north branch, 
thirty-five miles and a half on the Delaware, 
and ten miles between Middletown and Co- 
lumbia, making in the whole one hundred 
and ninety-five miles and a half of canal: 
forty miles and a half of rail road formation 
were also put under contract between Colum- 
bia and Philadelphia and the disbursements 
required for that year amounted to the sum

The act of the 24th March, 1823. was fol- 


lowed by that of the 22d of April. 1329, en- 
titled "an act relative to the Pennsylvania 
canal and rail road." directing the canal com- 
missioners to cause so much oftlie contracts 
already made upon the different lines of ca- 
nal and rail ways to be completed within that 
year as should be practicable, and requiring 
them to enter into contracts for the execu- 
tion of those sections on the Delaware divi- 
sion of the Pennsylvania canal between Bris- 
tol and Easton. and the sections of the north 
branch division between Northumberland 
and 2sa3Uicoke falls which had 3aot yet been 
commenced, and to complete the saine if prac- 
ticable within that year, and the sum of.x'2,- 
200.000 was directed to be borrowed and ap- 
propriated to the several objects contempla-

have been the effect of these several messa 


•s, one thing- is certain, that in a very shor 


time after the first of thorn had been read in 
the two houses, capitalists and monied institu 
tions vied with each other as to which of then; 
should obtain the State loans; high premi- 
u ms were oferecl and obtained, under the con- 
viction and in the entire confidence that an 
adequate fund for the punctual semi-annual 
payment of the interest would be established 
the commonwealth has ever since been ena- 
bled to, borrow all such sums as her exigen- 
cies from time to time required, upon term 
highly advantageous to her financial opera- 
tions nn& flattering to the state of her credit, 
and the sum of three hundred and eighty-six 
thousand nine hundred and eighty-nine dol- 
lars and sevsntv-one cents, has since hcen 
paid into tho Treasury in the shape of premi- 
ums upon loans. To this prosperous condition, 
in which the credit of the state has been pla- 
ced, is to he ascribed the delay for the neces- 
sity of cilline upon the people for their con- 
tributions to supply the interest fund, the pre- 
miums paid upon loans having, until trie last 
semi-a'inual payment of interest which be- 
came due on the first of August last, so far 
aided in replenishing that fund as to enable it 
to meet the entire payment of the interest as 
it becarre flue. 
On the tiny last mentioned, 


however, a deficiency iu that fund amounting' 
to the sum of $26,276 10 occurred, for which 
sum it became necessary to resort to the gen- 
eral appropriations for the construction of ca- 
nal-? -Hid rail roads as authorized by the act of 
the thirtieth of ?.Iarch last. As however this 
modeof supplying the interest fund by premi- 
ums to bo paid upon loans cannot be expected 
to continue, and would, under any circum- 
stances, be too capricious and unsafe to be re- 
lied upon : and as there is reason to believe, 
that increasing deficiences will occur, in the 
interest fund, for a time, until the tolls arising 
from tho public works shall be sufficient to 
supply them (for information in relation to 
which the general assembly is referred to the 
report of the convnis^ioners oftlie internal im- 
provement fund.) it will become necessary to 
supply those deficiencies by a resort to the 
revenues authorised to be collected by the 
several acts of assembly, entitled an act as- 
sessing a tax on personal property, to be col- 
lected with the county rates and levies, for 
the UPS of the commonwealth, and "an act to 
increase the county rates and levies, for the 
use of the Commonwealth." passed respec- 
tively the twenty-fifth day of March last. 


No honest citizen of Pennsylvania can de- 


sire a recurrence of the difficulties and em- 
barrassment?, which pervaded the financial 
transactions of the state in 1329, especially 
those which pertained to its works of internal 
improvement: and I trust that none will re- 
pine at the payment of a sum so small as that 
which the acts referred to will require of him. 
when he must feel assured, that what he pays 
is to aid in promoting the public welfare, to 
advance the prosperity and happiness oftlie 
people, "to maintain the character & stand- 
ing of the State in which he lives, and to pre- 
serve her strength and resource?," &. when 
lie is assured: that no other exaction will he 
required of him in reference to the objects 
which now create the necessity for the de- 
mand, nor will those now demanded of 3iij3i 


that the man who would prefer an ephemeral 
popularity to the solid interests of his country, 
is unworthy of public wnjhli'iit;i>, and his 
claims to public favor are certainly not to be 
envied. 


By an act of assembly, entitled "An act to 


authorise a loan to defray the expenses of the 
Pennsylvania canal and rail road, and contin- 
ue for a further time, "an act to incorporate 
the subscribers to the bank of Pennsylvania, 
passed the 18th of March, 1830, that institu- 
tion was required to lend, and the Governor 
was authorized to borrow, on the credit of the 
Commonwealth, a sum or sums of money, in 
the whole not exceeding four millions of dol- 
lars, at a premium of five and an half per cent, 
to be paid into the State treasury, in instal- 
ments as mentioned in the act, and bearing 
an interest of five per cent. pcr,annuni, to be 
applied to canal and rail road purposes; and 
by the same act the bank of Pennsylvania is 
required to loan to the Commonwealth one 
million of dollais anmmlljr, for the term of 
three years from and after the first day of Jan- 
uary, 1831, bearing interest at the rate of five 
per cent, per annum,-provided that the same 
shall be required by Jaw during any one of 
the three years mentioned in the acL And 
by another act, passed on the 27th of March, 
in the same year, entitled "an act making 
further appropriations for canals and rail 
loads," the boaid of canal commissioners was 
directed to cause so much of the contracts al- 
ready made upon the different lines of the 
canals and rail roads as could be done, to be 
completed within that year, and they were 
enjoined in no way to enter into new con- 
tracts for the extension of any line of canal 
or rail road, except ibr the election of a dam 
at or near Johnstown, aud the construction 
of a canal and necessary works from thence 
to section number fifty-seven, on the JLigonier 
line, for the purpose of introducing the water 
into the Ligonier line of the western division 
of the canal. Several surveys were directed 
by this act, and the sum of $3,459,532, was 
appropriated to be applied to aid in the pay- 
ment of the temporary loans theretofore 
made, and to canal and rail road purposes, and 
to be paid out of the loans of that year. In 
pursuance of this act three and an half miles 
of canal, below Johnstown, on the western di- 
vision, were put under contract, and the sum 
of $-3,137.844 US, was disbursed in pursuance 
of the directions of the last mentioned act.

The whole estimated cost ^of the 


works contracted for in virtue of the 
provisions of the acl last mentioned is 
g5,750,005 71. Tor the details in ref- 
erence to how far the funds arising 
from the loan negotiated under the act 
of 21st March last, will be available, 
and what sum will be required to be bor- 
rowed for the further prosecution of the 
several works -to completion, I beg 
leave to refer the General Asssembly 
to the report of the board of Canal 
Commissioners. 


Of the works recently put under con- 


tract and which have just been enume- 
rated, the Columbia and Philadelphia 
Rail Road, the Allegheny Portage Rail 
Road and the Frankstown or Juniata 
line of Canal and slack water navigation 
are important connecting links of the 
line of improvements between Philadel- 
phia and Pittsburg, without which the 
several detached lines or divisions 
which they are intended to connect, 
would remain comparatively unproduc- 
tive, but when connected, will not fail 
to become highly useful and eminently 
productive. The works contracted for 
on the North and West branch divis- 
ions on the Susquehanna are extensions 
into ihe Coal regions of these several 
districts, which will, it is expected, add 
largely to the active business of those 
severaf lines of Canal, give vigor and 
energy to the industry of those sections 
of ihe state, and by affording the means 
of conveying a valuable and now almost 
indispensable mineral to market, will 
greatly increase 3 he comforts of the cit- 
izens of this and of other states, and ren- 
der the main branches of which tWy 
are extensions, highly useful and prof- 
itable. The improvements from the 
Allegheny river at the mouth of French 
creek, and up that creek to the Fronch 
creek feeder; as also that from ihe O- 
hio river al the mouth of Use Big Bca- 
vcr crcrk, and up that creek to the 
town of New CaMJc, will afford great 
accoi7"3modations to a large and fertile 
district of country, and by opening safe 
communications by wau-r to the Alle- 
gheny and Ohio riven., will stimuUtc 
the further tntcrprLse of its many en- 
terprising citizens, and facilitate the 
conveyance of their numrrous, diversi- 
fied and valuable productions to the sev- 
eral markets to which those magnifi- 
cent rivers lead. 1 would beg leave 
here to sugirest Jhc propriety of making 
an appropriation at this session, sufli-

covered no change in her plain, yet dig- 
nified life and manners, he became as- 
sured that the Roman matron could 
flourish in the modern day. 


The Marquis spoke of the happy ef- 


fects of the revolution, and the goodly 
prospect which opened upon indepen- 
dent America, stated his speedy depar- 
ture for his native land, and paid the 
tribute of his heart, his love and admi- 
ration ol her illustrious son. To the. 
encomiums which he had lavished up- 
on his hero and paternal chief, the ma- 
tron replied in words : "/ um nol sur- 
prised ul what George tins done, for lie 
was always a very good boy." — Ladies 
Magazine.

ens to subvert established institutions and 
systems of policy,-!ong and deservedly cher- 
ished, and to bring disgrace and ruin upon 
the country. So constituted, the Convention

to most of my fellow citizens, and to 
constitute a debt that neither we nor 
our posterity will be able to discharge 
I am not one of those, who believe a 
public debt to be a public blessing, nor 
would I willingly lend my aid as a pub- 
lic functionary to involve the Common- 
wealth in a visionary scheme of imagi- 
nary i'liprovemeni, the success or prac- 
ticability of which would be entirely of 
doubtful experiment, and the utility or 
.public'advantage of which would be 
altogether problematical or uncertain. 
Neither of these is in my opinion the 
case with the plan of improvements 
now prosecuting in this state: but it it 
were otherwise, there has been no peri- 
od within the last two years when the 
progress of the system could have been 
arrested 
without producing 
conse- 


quences riot only involving in inextri- 
cable ruin and destruction individuals, 
contractors and others, largely engaged 
in the construction of the works, but 
the s'tate itself in difficulties of the most

earlier in the sprinrr, and from two to four 
weeks later in the full than that afforded by 
!"he great New-York improvement, would not 
fall to draw into this Slate, a large proportion 
of the trade from the territory of Michigan, &. 
also of that of the State of Ohio. The rapid 
settlement, and the immense advantages that 
would immediately result from such an im- 
provement, would not only tend to increase 
the prosperity of an immense fertile territo- 
ry,!)!^ would add largely tothe general wealth 
&unine:ithr increase the power, the strength 
and resources of the State. 


The sfinie observations which have been 


made with rcganl ro the great western re- 
gion, will apply with all their force to that of 
the north, and to its valuable, enterprising &, 
industrious population. 
The people on the 


North Branch of the Supquehanna, present, 
it is behVved, as strong claims to legislative 
attention, with regard to a distribution ofits 
schcme-of improvements and an extension of 
them into that roirion from the en;! of the ca- 
nal now constructing on the North Branch, to 
the line dividing this State from thu.tofJN'ew- 
Ycirk, as can be presented from any quarter. 
A canal or slack water navigation to the State 
line, would, by a canal for a distance of six- 
teen miles from thence to the town of Elmi- 
ra, in tho State of >7cw-York, give a connec- 
tion through the Chemung and Seneca ca- 
nals, and the Seneca and Cayuga canal, with 
the great Hudson and Erie canal, and thuso- 
pcn a water- communication with all the inte- 
rior of the State of'JN'ew-York. 
An examina- 


tion aii'J survey of the route from the waters 
of the Susquchanna tothe Seneca lake was 
deemed sufficiently impoitant by the legisla- 
ture to -vivc- authorized and cause it to be 
made tiuriiig die administration of the late 
Governor r-hivior. It is believed that the ad- 
vantages resulting from such an improvement 
would be incalculable—it would possess all 
the advantages in common with a communi- 
cation with lake Erie above referred to, in re- 
gard to a more early and late navigation in 
the spring and fall than any of the New-York 
canals would afford. 
Much of the produce 


ofl'ial. trrsat and productive State would find 
vent to the eastern and southern markets by 
the Pennsylvania canal, and the salt & plais- 
terthat would be brought into this State from 
the State of Xew-York. and the coal and iron 
that would be taken from Pennsylvania into 
that State in return, would it is believed a- 
bimiiantly justify the cuterprize. 


The improvement of the navigation of the 


•aTiela,by means of-a slack water nav- 


igation from near Pittsburg lo Brownsville in 
the count\r ofFayette. and the final exten- 
sion of the canal from Easton to Carpenter's 
Point on the Delaware, arc ?'ibjects, it is be- 
lieved, too import/ml to escape the attention 
of the legislature. 


Having Tv.iintei out the eminent advanta- 


ges which would result from the improve- 
ments coiiteuiolatc'l in the regions or" the 
West and of the Norih, and suggested the 
proprieiv of improving the navigation of the 
Moiionirahela and of the extension of tiie ca- 
iiJil from Boston along Ihe line of tho Dela- 
ware to Carpenter's Point, it remains for you, 
lo whom the revenues of the Commonwealth 
have been committed, nndhy whom they can 
ojonebeappropnaled. Indirect when, in whnl 
manner, and to what extent ihtwe works shall 
be commenced and prosyculed with a view to 
their final completion.
